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DARING CRIME IN LANCASTER.

————————

24000 and Other Valunbles Nlalon—-A Family
Bound and Gagged by o Band of Maswed
Men.

The Lancaster (I'a.) Erpress of last evening
has an acconnt of an lneredibly daring outrage
perpetrated in that city, from which we con-
dense a8 follows: —

Last night, between tbe hours of 10and 11
o'clock, the residence of Famuel Denlinger, a
Director of the Lancaster County National
Bauk, of this city, was burglariously entered by
four men, with masked faces, aud robbed of
#4000 in Government and Lancaster city bouds,
#100 in currency, gold, and silver, and three
silver watches, valued at $35 cach.

Immediately upon entering the hounse the
robbers repaired to the bedside of Mr. Den-
liuger, bindin&‘ bim band and foot with ropes,
and algo binding a rope across his mouth, which
they tied in a knot behind his ear. This, how-
ever, was not very well performed, as the rope
fell from about his face before the burglars left
the bouse, They then tied Mr. Denlinger's
mother-in-law in a similar manner, and next his
wile sbared the same fate, In tying Mrs. Den-
linger, however, the fact was disclosed that the
parties, at least one of the number, knew
the family Iotimately; she 8 a eon-
firmed Ilnvalid, uoable to walk or leave her
bed, and when oue of the burglars was aboat 1o
tie bher aukles together, another stepped to his
slde and whigpered in his ear, when he ot once
quit his hold upon Mrs. Denlinger's limbs, and
refused to tle them. It is supposed that the
operator wag told that it was unnecessary to
bind ber, ns ehe was unable to walk at any
rate. Having secured the fumily in the lower
part of the honse in this manver, a pistol was
next placed to Mr. Denlinger's head, with the
accompanying threat that they would blow his
braives out instantly 3f he refused to disclose
the whereabonts of his money and honds. He
told them where the pocket-book was that
contnined the #100, nud also where the
bonds were kept, giving oune of them the
key to the desk, but the other three were so
impatient that they broke the desk open and
abétracted the bonds. The masks which they
wore were gimply gtripa of black alpaca, which
they had bound around the lower parts of their
faces. Haviog secured all they wanted, they
beat a retreat, leaving their vietims bouud npon
thelr bede. By this time other members of the
household became aroueed by the unusual
gounde, and, digcovering the famnily tied up in
this nupleasant etyle, quickly released them;
but MKJI‘G the wslarm conld be safficiently
gpread the burglars were safely out of the
vichaity.

THE ALBANY FXPRISS ROBBERY.

The Ountrage Upen n?oreu Menssengeor Hal-
plae.

The Albany Journal of last eveunlng says: —
Although several daya have lotervened, the
painfol interest and excltement oceasioned by
the darlog robbery and attempted assassination
of the oxpress messeuger Thomas A. Halplne,
on Friday evening, huve scarcely abated. From
the manner in which the entire affair was
planned and successfully curried out, it s evi-
dent the robber was no ordioary eriminal, and
hos thoroughly provided for the means of
escape. Every momentof time, from before
the train was made up, was ealeulated with o
precision which the result shows was perfect.

The statement of the hostler at Dearstyue's
Hotel to Chlef Muloy, about a man passiog and
repassing the hotel in a wagon to which a white
borse was attucked, s Il in waitlog for some
one, about the time the deed was comewumlitad,
recelves a great deal of credence, and seems to
be a reasouable solution of the mystery and
manner of the erimival's flight. It §s generally
believed the whiskers aud woustache were fulse,
and i sucle were the case, the robber miglt
very easily have taken them off, and jnmped on
board one of the passenger cars and gone oun to
Springfleld or Boston, or else have taken tne
train to Troy, or may be, even now, stopping in
this city, almost without danger of deteetion.

“Apother important circumstance eoanected
with the affair is this: —Yesterday afternoon,
while a number of boys were skating on the
creek nt East Albany, one of their numnber dis-
covered a revolver lying on the ice, o short dis-
tance fouth of the east end of the Hudson river
bridge. It was found Lo be a S8mith & Wesson
seven-shooter, apparently a second-hand wea-

on, not u great deal need, and answers 1o Lhe
SGcrlption of the one purchased at Seott's store
on Friday afternoon. Three of the chambers
were discharged aud the remaining four loaded,
and it 18 npdoubtedly Lhe one used by the robber
and thrown away by him on jumplog from the
car after committing the crime.

Arvest of n BSuspected Man,

ALBaxy, N. Y. Jan. 10.—Arthnr X. Breed,

who was brought bere fromm Syracuse on sus-

delon of being the express robber, was con-
ronteéd with the young wman who sold the plstol,
but he falled to identify bim as the purchaser.
Halpine, the messenger, was in such condition
this afterncon that the physiclans refused to
allow Breed to brought into his presence.

The covstable made o statement, in substance
as follsws; —

‘1 gearched him (Breed), and found & new re-
volver, which, io myv opluien, hwl pever been lired,
and the money of which I have spoken, [ then aske.
him where be got thie moury, sod he redited, ' bor-

rowea It of a friend,” He afterwards told
me that he sold a §2000 bound to Charles
Blair, 8 broker of Syracuse, for  §6000,

thenm avked him where he got the bond, aud he said
he bul:lalﬂ it in New York, but would pot tell from
whom.” Breed says he 16 an insurance agent, doing
business in Folton, Oswego cannly. He Appears Lo
be perfectly confident that Halpine, theé exopress
mansger, who was shot in hi's ear while attending to
hie dutics, will pot (dentiry him as the assasgio and
robber, l'!llptnu’n condition hus changed for the
worse to-day.

] WEST POINT TROUBLES.

——

The Trial of the Celered CUadot—The Milltary
Acndemy nise on Trinl—Uharges and Conne
ter-Ubnrges—Yhe Cndet Hob,

The question whether or not the colored Cade:
Smith bad lled, In a cerlain manner, was the
small cloud no larger thon a man's haud out of
which has grown a court contest aud an ontside
controversy which fully makes up in dramatic
Iuterest all that it lacka on account of the ab-
gence of renowned advocates and the imposing
scenes ueunlly ineident to great trials. Many of
the cadets have vented thelr spite In jeering and
annoying the colored eadet,

Within a few weeks, n party entered his
room, in higabsence, and shamefally desscrated
it. Within the same period, a stalwart Ken-
tuckian eadet, of the unext v'la-mun-n'u that of
Smith, aud the heaviest and tallest man In i,

visited him at his quarters and “took satlsfnc-

tion of him" by blows with the fist, simply be-
cause ‘‘the nigger"” had not deferred to him at
mess a8 he might have done.

1be Kentuckian was placed in arrest, and It
wns expeeted he would bLe severely punlshed:
but the next day It was stated that the colored

endet had acknowledged that be had “‘exasper-
ated” the cadet who beat him, and the latier
was releaged. The Commuandant referred to
the affnir at parade, that evening: anpofanced
the ralease ol the offender, and said that “'Cadat
S8mith bad acted magnanimonsly.”

All eandets in their “'plebelan’ state suffer what
they ut the timme regard as indlenities, but what
they subeequently profess to regard ag very
cseentinl paris of military training. - Cadet
Smith was from the first drmh]‘y “plubelon” —on
anccount of both class and color. Lacking the
eympathy and eoclety of fellow-cadets,
might have advised him how to treat real
or jmagivary indigoities, be bhad presented
to him the allerontive of trying to fight
bhla way through or to submit to everything.
He cerlainly demonstraled a readiness Lo
fight becoming in = soldier, but he
appears Lo have sometimes resented apparent
ingults where he had not sufficient cause, The
class which graduntes next summer, last week,
with mob violence expelled three cadets,
expreesly becanse they had practised a petly
lying fraud to oblain an Indulgence. Tue offend-
ing cadets were “expelled,” and it was hoped
that this action would Lelp to justify the hatred
of the colored eadet, nud his expected ejection
from the Academy.

Cudet Smith appears to have determined, of
Lis own motion, to emplov no counsel in his
wrinl, It is stated that, in his previous trial, he
wns £o tenacious in hiz opioions as to the

roper cenduct of his defonse that his eonnsel,
{'mmu-] Parsons, finally threatened to withdraw
from the case unless his client would pay wore
deference Lo his adviee, la the preseut trial
Bmith ¥ distineily understood to be galded
entirely by his own indgment as to the manner
of his defense.

The Judge-Advocate, lieutenant Gardner is
yery considerate in dealing with the accused,
and, as was hig prerogative, has now and jthen
advised him against pressing certaln (uestions,
Smith, however, gencrally Ipslsts, and the
Judge-Advoeate enn bot receive the written
questions,  propound them, and then paste
tbem in the record. Yesterday Cadet Swmith
persisted in calling up the evidence In a former
uffair with Cadet Anderson, which when It was

resented, operated much to his disadvantage

fore the eourt, as be was thown by the report
of a Cadet-Lieutenant to ha % maliclously kicked

a fellow cadet. The prose puon will close this

mornivg.

The Selzure of the Veenn (Jueen.

Niw YORE, Jan. 1l.—An Aspinwall eorres-
pondent has the following:—I am informed by a
Cuban officer of a plan organized to seize the
gteamship Ocean Quneen, which salled from Now
York December 8d. General W. A, C. Ryan, of
Cuban celebrity, took passageunderthe asgsumed
name of Ashbury on the Ocean Queen, after
sbipping two thousand cases of arms and ammu-
pition. Two or three hundred Cuban troops
were expected 10 go aboard ns passengers, and,
when two days oul, seize (he steamer, land
troops and arms somewhere on the Island of
Cuba, and then release her.

Two hundred United Stales troops for Ban
Diego, Californin, were on board the Ocean
Queen, which so alarmed the Cubaus that they
did not embark, and Geoeral Ryan weunt to
Aepinwall alone. The landed arms,jete., awaited
the arrival of the steamer Hornet. This vessel
arrived December 27, and salled for Caba on
the 31st, with a namber of Cuban reernits,
Rumors say thia expedition was arranged for
the purpose of alding General Mosquera in an
anticipated revolution, having for itn object the
overthrow of the present Government of Pana-
ma, and the visit of Ryan to the fortifications
of Pannma, accompapled by United Siates
Consul Perry, gerved Lo eorroborate these sus-
piciong; Lut thus far there have been no demon-
stratlone pointing towards revolution.

This moruing David W. Sellers, Esq., came
into Court and stated that & procesding was
about to be instituted before the Logislature
contesting the seat of James Lynd as as Asao-
cinte Judge of the Distriet Court, and ln order
thereto the law required a certificate from the
Prothonotary of this Court that ot least fifty of
the eigners Lo the petition were qualified elec-
tors.

clent, apd #ave further trouble, He gave him until
2 o'clock again,

Additlonnl Particulars of NMr. Ceveode’s Death,
Special De. patoh to the Evening Telegraph.

Haruisnunra, Jan. 11.—Mr. Covode reached
here in good health last evening from Philadel-
phis. He was quite cheerful and ate a hearty
supper. Boon after he complained of feeling
chilly, and later in vhe eveniog he suffered con-
siderable pain In the 16Tt side, but did not feel
at all alarmed. His suffering Increased untll
about midnight, when Dr. Zeigler was called
in. He was then much prostrated by very acute
pain in the region of the heart, but the physi-
¢lan nssured him of relief in a short time.

The pain continued to Increase, however,
until about 4 o'clock, when his physiclan told
him that he would be better in an hour. He
answered, “Must I suffer this agony for an hour
yet 7" and almost immediately after said, I am
dying,” and ceased to breatbhe. Iis wife accom~
panied bhim, and was attended durlng the night,
after Mr. Covode's illness became alarmivg, by
Mrs! Sepator Cameron. His death has crested
a profound impression here, and he is as widely
lamented as be s known. He was first & poll-
tical candidate In 1848, when he ran against Mr,
Hughes for Benate lo the (hen hopeless Demo-
eratic distriet of Bomersot nud Westmoreland,
andfcame within a few votes of an election. In
1854 he was elected to Congresa over Mr, Drum,
and waa re-elected in 1856, 1858, and 1860, In
1862 he decliped a renominstion and the district
was lost, Mr, Dawson being elected. In 1864 he
was preesed Lo accept & nomloation again, but
percioplorily declined, and Mr, Dawson was re-
elected. In 18668 be was forced to accept the
nemination and he was elected over Mr, Weir,
wod in 1868 he was re-elected over General
Foster, In 1870 he declined, and General Foster
wae elected over Hon. Andrew Btewart by some
700 majority. In 1800, and agaln In 1863, he was
a prowinent candidate for the Republican
Gubernatorial! nomination, and, had he lived,

would very probably have been the eandidate in
1872,
